Chief J ustice 
Battle Looms 
In Ohio Vote 


W eygandt-Taft Fight 
W ould Be First In 
History Of Court 


COLUMBUS, Ohio I*—A possible 
election battle shaped up today be­ 
tween two judges of the Ohio Su­ 
prem e Court for the position of 
chief justice. It would be the first 
tim e in the court’s 152-year history 
th at two sitting judges would op­ 
pose each other on the ballot. 
• The potential chief justice race 
was touched off yesterday. Chief 
Justice Carl V. W eygandt announc­ 
ed he would seek a fifth six-year 
term on the Democratic ticket. 
Supreme Court Judge Kingsley 
Taft, oft-mentioned as a Republi­ 
can contender for the chief justice 
post, said he now is giving even 
m ore serious consideration to be­ 
coming a candidate. 
Weygandt said reports of T aft’s 
possible candidacy prompted his 
decision to announce at this time.

Congress IN ext? 


The White House order covering citizens who 
serve the governm ent without pay should satis­ 
fy Congress about the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion's good intentions. It wants no “ conflicts of 
’interest.” 
It does not want any outsider to Vie brought 
into the governm ent as a dollar - a - year m an 
with a selfish ax to grind and has m ade this 
plain in an executive order barring outsiders 
from policy decisions. 
But now that congressmen have assurance 
of good intentions in signing up dollar-a-year 
men, will they reassure their constituents about 
their own conflicts of interest? 
The theory of representative dem ocracy is 
that m em bers of Congress should use their own 
judgm ent and that this will fairly represent the 
sovereign 
power of the people 
and 
the 
48 
states. It is a fine theory. 
It falls ap a rt only when m em bers of Con­ 
gress become spokesmen and vote - casters for 
special interests; when they accept money from 
interests and are bound hand and foot by so 
doing 
There are representatives and senators 
who never were known to perform any other 
function than to grind the axes of the special 
interests that sent them to Congress and kept 
them there. 
They hurt faith in representative dem ocracy 
m ore than a few private citizens serving the ex­ 
ecutive departm ent without pay who get tan- 
' g'.ed up in conflicts of interest between public 
business and their private affairs.

Moves and countermoves in the United Na­ 
tions. the international arena of diplomacy, are 
faster than the eye. 
Some are nothing but optical illusions, like 
the threat of China to veto Outer Mongolia’s 
application for m em bership. 
Aside from the 
fact this could block the plan of the United 
States to swallow Outer Mongolia and four oth­ 
er Soviet satellites in a package deal admitting 
Japan, Italy and IO new’ voting m em bers backed 
by the anti-Soviet bloc, it suggests what ultim ­ 
ately rould happen to the United Nations. 
It could adm it so m any shadow’ governments 
to m em bership that it. itself, finally wouid have 
ne substance—no reality. 
The foolishness began when the Byelorussian 
and Ukrainian Soviet Socialist Republics were 
admitted fto charter m em bership, along w-i t h 
the Soviet Union, in 1945. 
It grew m ore foolish when China continued 
to hold a place on the S ecurity Council after 
Chiang Kai-shek’s governm ent collapsed. It has 
grown more foolish every time another shadow 
governm ent was admitted to m em bership. 
The height of absurdity would be for one 
shadow government to bring about a U N. crisis 
by blocking the admission of another shadow 
i governm ent — a clash of diplomatic ghosts.

Peg seems to all the world to be 
a hard m an who hits others with a 
loaded club; to me he has always 
appeared to be a sentimentalist, 
a hum anitarian, one who sought 
virtues in m an which were n o t 
there, one who was bitterly dis­ 
appointed when he discovered that 
even his idols have clay feet. 


HIS SENTIMENTALITY is un­ 
doubtedly a heritage from his Irish 
ancestors but also comes from his 
close association with Julie Pegler.

On this sam e day, I read that 
my friend Ray Vir Den died, also 
of a heart ailment. Ray was young 
and full of life—an idealist who 
could work himself into real anger 
over the turpitude of public offi­ 
cials.

THE FIRST DRAFT CIO resolu­ 
tion was rejected by the AFL peo­ 
ple. And the second d raft will be 
revised unless Victor Reuther puts 
up a fight for it. 
The im portance of this fight over 
foreign policy can be seen in the 
fact that there are over 300 foreign 
labor leaders, representing over 75 
million workers, here to observe 
the m erger. AFL-CIO foreign pol­ 
icy is bound to have an effect on 
this powerful global bloc of labor 
leaders who control m a n y govern­ 
ments. 
There are sharp differences be­ 
tween most o f the CIO leaders and 
the AFL T eam sters and Construc­ 
tion Trades unions. And John Lew­ 
is really chuckles over this one. 
Back in 1935 the split cam e osten­ 
sibly over the CIO group’s dem and 
for industrial union organization— 
the unionizing by one outfit of all 
workers in a single factory. The 
AFL wanted to continue to keep 
the workers organized in unions 
along skilled craft lines. 
Now the T eam sters, for example. 
say that Reuther has signed con­ 
tracts which give his Auto Work­ 
ers’ Union the right to all workers 
in a plant — including truck driv­ 
ers who haul out stuff. 


THE TEAMSTERS say that they 
won’t stand for such type of union­ 
ization because it will prevent the 
growth of their union—to its goal 
of 3 million. 
So the T eam sters are leading an 
assault 
on 
the new constitution, 
which they claim would prevent 
their going after truck drivers even 
in auto plants. 
The CIO people say 
that 
any 
such T eam ster efforts 
would 
be 
“ raiding” of the Auto Union juris­ 
diction and would be prohibited by 
the new constitution.

the provisions of the charter it­ 
self. 
These provisions state that m em ­ 
bership is open “ to all peace-loving

What are the “ obligations” ? They 
are set forth in m any articles of 
the charter. One article says that 
the organization is based “ on the 
sovereign equality of all its m em ­ 
bers.”

The government of Soviet Russia 
has persistently violated t h e s e

tions itself waged against the ag­ 
gressors.

Age Limits Set 
On Minors* Jobs 
Employers w’ho hire teen-agers 
for work during the Christm as hol­ 
idays were reminded that t h e i r 
employment m ay be subject to the 
child labor provisions of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act—the federal 
wage-hour law’—if they work in es­ 
tablishm ents which ship products 
in interstate comm erce or if the 
teen-agers order or receive inter­ 
state goods. 
Willfam S. Singley, regional di­ 
rector of the U. S. Labor Depart­ 
m ent’s Wage and Hour and Public 
Contracts Divisions, 1366 Ontario 
St., Cleveland 14, pointed out that 
minors m ust be at least 16 years 
of age to w’ork in general occupa­ 
tions, and at ’east 18 for employ­ 
m ent in 12 hazardous occupations, 
such as motor vehicle driver or 
helper, elevator operator, and as 
operators of power-driven m e t a l 
forming, paper cutting or bakery 
machines. 
The child labor provisions of the 
law’ also perm it the employment of 
14- and 15-year-old children in non­ 
m anufacturing johs, such as 
in 
office, clerical, or sales work, but 
their employment is limited to 8 
hours a day and 40 hours in a 
week, when schools are closed, and 
3 hours a day or 18 hours in a week 
when schools are in session. These 
youngsters m ay not work before 7 
a. rn. or after 7 OO p. rn.

Seen Booming 


Year May Be Most 
Prosperous To Dale, 
Chamber Reports 


CHARLESTON 
— ITie West 
Virginia Chamber of Commerce 
took stock of the state’s booming 
economy today in terms of 19 55 
becoming 
the 
most 
prosperous 
year statistics-wise in history. 
As an example, the chamber’s 
Business Index for Nov ember said 
that if coal production maintains 
its swift pace in the two final 
months of the year, approximately 
25 million tons will be mined in 
19 55. 
Coal output to the end of Octo­ 
ber was up 22 million tons ov er 
the 19 54 figures, or 23.9 per cent. 
In other fields, the report found 
natural gas production was up 13 
billion cubic feet; lumber output 
rose by 18 million board feet, and 
electric energy output was great­ 
er in the first 10 months of 19 55 
by 1,121,000,000 kilowatt hours, or 
10.5 per cent. 
The v alue of manufactured pro­ 
ducts was up 4.4 per cent; sales 
of 8 35 reporting retail o u t l e t s 
showed a gain of 2.1 per cent, 
with hardware sales up 30 per 
cent and those of furniture stores, 
20 per cent; sales of ordinary life 
insurance were up 22.2 per cent, 
while the 
state’s 
collections 
of 
consumers’ sales, gross sales and 
gasoline taxes were up 3.2 per 
cent. 
“ Perhaps more important than 
any other feature of the state’s 
present prosperity,’’ tiie chamber 
said, “ is the gain of 4.9 per cent, 
or 6 7 million dollars, in the ag­ 
gregate payment of salaries and 
wages for the first 10 months of 
19 55 ov er those months of 19 54.’’ 
'The study found that the only 
„ substantial decline by any index 
was that for crude oil output, off 
20.6 per cent. Unemployment be­ 
nefit payments so far in 19 55 are 
less than half those of 19 54, the 
chamber said.

CHARLESTON 'JU — The West 
Virginia Cham ber of Commerce 
took stock of the state’s booming 
economy today in term s of 1955 
becoming

prosperous 
year statistics-wise in history. 
As an example, the cham ber’s 
Business Index for November said 
th at if coal production m aintains 
its swift pace in the two final 
months of the year, approximately 
25 million tons will be mined in 
1955. 
Coal output to the end of Octo­ 
ber was up 22 million tons over 
the 1954 figures, or 23.9 per cent. 
In other fields, the report found 
natural gas production was up 13 
billion cubic feet; lum ber output 
rose by 18 million board feet, and 
electric energy output was great­ 
er in the first IO months of 1955 
by 1,121,000,000 kilowatt hours, or 
10.5 per cent. 
The value of m anufactured pro­ 
ducts was up 4.4 per cent; sales

"Perhaps more im portant than 
any other feature of the state’s 
present prosperity," the cham ber 
said, "is the gain of 4.9 per cent, 
or 67 million dollars, in the ag­ 
gregate paym ent of salaries and 
wages for the first IO months of 
1955 over those months of 1954.”

November (loses With 
6-Inch Snowfall For Month 


Six inches of snow fell in No­ 
vember, compared to an average 
tf 2.5 inches for the month during 
the last 63 years, L. H. Copeland, 
U. S. weather observer at Millport, 
reported today in his monthly sum­ 
mary. 
Copeland said heavy snowfall is 
not normal in November, pointing 
out that 22.5 inches recorded Nov. I 
28, 1950 was an exception. That 
was the time of the “Big Snow.” 
He said one of the heaviest snows 
in history came Nov. 9, 1913, and 
blocked roads for a week. 
Only 1.1 inches was recorded 
last year for November. 
The 
mean 
tem perature 
w a s 
slightly below normal — 38.5 de­ 
grees — compared to November’s 
53-year average of 39.6. The mean 
was 40.5 in November 1954. 
Copeland said temperatures have 
been above normal every month 
this year except February, June 
and November. 
The high last month was 72 de­ 
grees on Nov. 13. The mercury 


dipped to 8 Tuesday for the low. 
November 1931 had a high aver­ 
age of 46.6 and the coldest was 
in 1910 — 34.1 degrees. 
A total of 2.7 inches of precipi­ 
tation exceeded the November av­ 
erage of 2.41 inches and more 
than doubled the 1.34 inches for 
the month last year. There were 
ll days of precipitation. 
November 1927 was the wettest— 
6.80 inches — while the driest was 
in 1912 when only 0.34 inch were 
recorded. 
There were five clear days, nine 
partly cloudy and 16 cloudy days 
last month. Tile sun was out 30 
per cent of the time, average for 
the 63 years. 
Copeland said top soil moisture 
was good during the month, but 
that the underground water table 
needs more rain before winter ar­ 
rives. 
He said wheat fields look prom­ 
ising. 
Copeland 
forecast 
subnormal 
temperatures and normal precipi­ 
tation this month.

W’ith the passing of garden and 
lawn chores, now is the time to 
prepare the garden tractor a n d 
power mower b efore putting it 
away for the winter, according to 
Oliv er Johnson, Hancock County 
agricultural agent, who gav e these 
points; 
1. Completely drain all fuel from 
gas tank, carb uretor and f u e l 
lines. 
2. On 4 . cycle engine, drain 
crankcase, flush with good grade 
oil, allow to drain until oil runs 
clean from crankcase drain, then 
put b ack the plug and fill with 
high grade oil. 
3. Remov e the sparkplug, put 
sev eral teaspx>ons of good grade oil 
in the cylinder, then turn the en­ 
gine ov er b y hand a few times to 
coat the cylinder walls with oil. 
4. Clean spark plug, adjust gap. 
put some oil on the spark plug 
threads, and replace. 
5. If there are other lub rication 
points, such as gear b oxes, clutch­ 


es, or b earings, change the oil and 
grease. 
6, If it’s a lawn mower, hav e the 
b lades sharpened, and don’t forget 
the hand tools. Besides sharpening 
hoes and setting saws, there are 
the garden sprayers and fertilizer 
spreaders to b e considered. 
'The garden sprayer should hav e 
all corrosiv e material remov ed and 
working parts lightly oiled. Ferdl- 
izer spreaders require special care 
to keep them operating.

- San ta Q aus 
takes over tod ay as busin ess moves 
in to the fin al mon th of w hat’s sure 
to be its biggest year. 
In December emphasis is always 
on retail trad e. On e fourth of the 
en Ure year’s sales volume will be 
d on e between n ow an d Christm as. 
But that d oesn ’t m ean that m an y 
m an ufacturin g in d ustries will be 
takin g tim e off this year. The in ­ 
d ustrial output pace is ex pected 
to keep on gamin g. An d by the 
first of the year the n ation ’s total 
output of good s an d services m ay 
n ud ge the 400 billion d ollar a year 
m ark for the first tim e in history. 
Man y compan ies an d some of the 
most im portan t in d ustries will be 
ham pered more by lack of capacity 
than by an y d eclin e in the backlog 
of ord ers. Capacity or n ear capac­ 
ity prod uction is reported in the 
steel an d auto in d ustries. The rail­ 
road s are slowed m ore by lack of 
en ough freight cars than an ythin g 
else.

in d ustries, 
particularly 
those usin g m etals, report their 
chief problem 
n ow 
is 
m aterial 
shortages or d elays in d eliveries 
from m etal prod ucers. 'There is 
wid e belief that December will see 
man y compan ies still strivin g, with 
on ly m od erate success, to build up 
in ven tories. 
Some are bettin g th at the Fed ­ 
eral Reserve Board ’s in d ex of in ­ 
d ustrial prod ukction , which hit a 
record 142 in Septem ber an d Oc­ 
tober, w^iil push to 144 this mon th, 
helped in p art by this urge to build 
in ven tories. 
The in d ex uses the 
1947-49 output average as its base 
of 100. 
Retail trad e starts the mon th off 
with a ban g. Sales volume is al­ 
read y at least 7 per cen t higher 
than a year ago. Most Tn erchan ts 
thin k this year’s Chrtstm as trad e 
will top last* year’s by 10 per cen t 
—an d the comparison is with a 
boomin g mon th, because last De­ 
cem ber saw busin ess alread y well 
alon g on the comeback trail. 
Lots of the buyin g this mon th 
will be on the cuff. In stallm en t 
cred it, other than auto time-buy­ 
in g, alread y is n ear the 13 billion 
d ollar m ark, up 10 per cen t over 
a year ago. An d m an y m erchan ts 
are pushin g this type oT busin ess. 
December, however, could see a 
slowd own in two of the econ omy’s 
props. Bad weather, an d a cred it 
pin ch, could cause a further d rop 
in the n um ber of n ew homes that 
are started . An d while auto pro­ 
d uction apparen tly will con tin ue at 
its presen t record pace, there is 
some d oubt that sales can keep 
step with output. 
Some of the less optimistic thin k 
that in Decem ber the stocks of 
n ew cars in d ealers’ han d s m ay 
climb back to the 1955 peak of 
700,000 set at the start of this year.

Pace Expected To 
Keep On G aining.

NEW YORK jf — Santa Claus 
takes over today as business moves 
into the final month of w hat’s sure 
to be its biggest year. 
In December em phasis is always 
on retail trade. One fourth of the 
entire y ear’s sales volume will be 
done between now and Christmas.! 
But that doesn’t m ean that many 
m anufacturing industries will be 
taking tim e off this year. The in­ 
dustrial output pace is expected 
to keep on gaining. And by the 
first of the year the nation’s total 
output of goods and services m ay 
nudge the 400 billion dollar « year 
m ark for the first time in history. 
Many companies and some of the 
m ost im portant industries will be 
ham pered more by laek of capacity 
than by any decline in the backlog 
of orders. Capacity or near capac­ 
ity production is reported in the 
steel and auto industries. The rail­ 
roads are slowed more by lack of 
enough freight cars than anything 
else. 
Other 
industries, 
particularly 
those using m etals, report their 
chief problem 
now 
is 
m aterial 
shortage# or delays in deliveries 
from m etal producers. There is 
wide belief that December will see 
m any companies still striving, with 
only m oderate success, to build up 
inventories. 
Some are betting th at the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board’s index of in­ 
dustrial production, which hit a 
record 142 in Septem ber and Oc­ 
tober, will push to 144 this month, 
helped in part by this urge to build 
inventories. The index uses the 
1947-49 output average as its base 
of IOO. 
Retail trade starts the month off 
with a bang. Sales volume is al­ 
ready at least 7 per cent higher 
than a year ago. Most m erchants 
think this year’s Christm as trade 
will top last* year’s by IO per cent 
—and the comparison is with a 
booming month, because last De­ 
cem ber saw business already well 
along on the comeback trail. 
Lots of the buying this m onth 
will be on the cuff. Installm ent 
credit, other than auto time-buy­ 
ing, already is near the 13 billion 
dollar m ark, up IO per cent over 
a year ago. And m any m erchants 
are pushing this type o^ business. 
December, however, could see a 
slowdown in two of the economy’s 
props. Bad weather, and a credit 
pinch, could cause a further drop 
in the num ber of new homes that 
are started. And while auto pro­ 
duction apparently will continue at 
its present record pace, there is 
some doubt that sales can keep 
step with output. 
Some of the less optimistic think 
that in Decem ber the stocks of 
new cars in dealers’ hands m ay 
climb back to the 1955 peak of 
700.000 set at the start of this year.

By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON t^—There were 
strong indications today that the 
President’s White House 
Confer-! 
ence on 
Education will recom ­ 
mend federal aid to the nation’s 
schools, at least for building new 
classrooms. 
But if it’s as vague on that as 
it was W ednesday on why there are 
not 
enough 
classroom s, 
it 
will 
leave the question high in the air. 
Federal aid for schools is the 
hottest question facing the men 
and women who cam e here from 
the 48 states and territories for 
this meeting which ends today. It’s 
possible they’ll explode over it. 
But they were far from explosive 
W ednesday when they sat around 
166 tables, exchanged ideas on why 
they don’t have enough schools, 
and then approved a report which 
was a consensus of what they felt 
and thought. 
That report was so careful, and 
long-winded, it looked like a diplo­ 
m atic pronouncem ent by the State 
D epartm ent at one of those tim es 
when it wants to m ake a state­ 
m ent for the record without being 
very positive about anything. 
This was what the report said; 
“ No state 
represented has 
a 
dem onstrated financial incapacity 
to build the schools it will need 
during the next five years. But, 
with the exception of a few states, 
none of the states presently has 
plans which indicate a political de­ 
term ination 
powerful 
enough 
to 
overcome all of the obstacles.” 
Boiled down, this said: No state 
represented at the conference had 
shown it couldn’t afford to pay for 
the classroom s it needed. Ju st be­ 
cause 
they 
hadn’t 
shown 
they 
couldn’t afford it, this didn’t m ean 
they could afford it. 


Then the conference left the door 
open for itself by adding another 
sentence: 
“ Some territories 
and 
a 
few’ 
states m ay need outside financial 
assistance.'* • 
With that addition the conference 
got itself on record as saying that 
if the states ever got around to 
building the schools they need, 
some m ight be able to pay their 
owrn way and maybe some couldn’t. 
But the report wasn’t clear at 
all when it said, “ With the excep­ 
tion of a few states, none of the 
states presently has plans which 
indicate a political determ ination 
powerful enough to overcome all 
of the obstacles.” 
Who was being shot at there? 
The hom e-state politicians? Or the 
people back home for not putting 
enough heat on their state and lo­ 
cal politicians to get the needed 
classroom s?

In a governm ent declaration de­ 
livered to the cheers of the Bunde­ 
stag, Von Brentano firm ly ruled 
out separate, bilateral negotiations 
between Bonn and Moscow on the 
East-W est deadlock over the ques­ 
tion of uniting his divided nation. 
Von Brentano did not repudiate 
the agreem ent which Chancellor 
Konrad Adenaur m ade with the 
Soviets in Moscow in Septem ber 
to establish diplomatic recognition. 
But he said such relations are only

Proper yutrition Guards Against Wrinkles 


•‘What causes wrinkles to form 
•round the mouth? Could a partial 
plate be the cause?** a reader asks. 
Since this is a frequent inquiry, I 
talked it over with a dental author­ 
ity. 
Fine lines and wrinkles on the 
upper lip m ay be caused by set^ 
tling of the dentures. The correc­ 
tion is to have dentures relined so 
as to restore norm al stretch to the 
m uscles around the mouth. 


A COMMON CAUSE of wrinkles, 
and one that is apt to be over­ 
looked, is loss of back and side 
teeth. When teeth are not replaced, j 
the tendency is to do all the chew­ 
ing on the side that has the full 
complem ent of teeth. 
W hat happens is that the mus­ 
cles on one side of the face do 
double duty and keep fully toned. 
But the m uscles on the unused 
side lose tone. This leals to a facial 
droop, and alas, wrinkles. 
When teeth are lost on both sides 
of the face and not replaced, the 
cheeks tend to sink in, the cor­ 
ners of the mouth sag, and flabbi­ 
ness m ay develope in cheeks and 
jowls form. So often this results 
in the face appearing thin a n d 
drawn. 
Dieters sometimes complain that 
reducing makes their face too thin. 
Since there is com paratively little 
fat stored on the face, the trouble 
m ay be lack of tone in the mus­ 
cles of the face due to missing 
teeth. 
There are frequent requests for 
facial exercises. The best exercise 
is the routine kind that comes with 
proper chewing. Chewing stim u­ 
lates the muscles of the face, keep­ 
ing them toned and firm . 


Looks aside, however, there is a 
far more significant reason for be­ 
ing able to chew properly, and that 
is nutrition. F ar too often, older 
folks slip into poor food habits 
and sometimes fall back on a diet 
so limited as to result in m alnu­ 
trition. All life long, the protective 
foods 
are needed in n o r m a l 
amounts, for without them body re­ 
pairs are shoddy. 


OVERWEIGHTS have asked for 
suggestions for special foods that 
can help them reduce but be prop-! 
erly nourished while they are in 
the process of having new dentures 
made. 
Use the assortm ent of strained 
vegetables on the m arket — whip 
in egg whites and bake a souffle.! 
Appetizing, low calorie soups can 
be prepared with strained vegeta-i 
hies and skim milk. 
Back to the new teeth. Dentists 
now recom m end that to m aintain 
normal stretch and tone in the 
muscles around the mouth, as soon 
as you become accustomed to a 
new plate, the dentures be left in 
overnight.
